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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Wong teaches MUX 22 comprising at least four 
ports as claimed. Figure 1 discloses plurality of CPU blade 15 and plurality of switch blade 14 are connecting to the MUX 22, wherein the 
MUX 22 provides a port for each blades that is connected. This teaching is equivalent to page 9 of the present invention specification i.e. 
the LAN switch 532 comprising 19 ports for switching controll the 19 cards/modules 300.
